NEW STATUTE BANS 
MISLEADING ADS 


Law 
Makes 
Violation 
Misde­ 
meanor. Desired by lousi­ 
ness Man. 


New regulations applying to fal<e, 
deceptive and misleading advertise­ 
ments in newspapers and other pub­ 
lications are made effective in Penn­ 
sylvania by the provisions of a law 
passed by this year’s State Legisla­ 
ture. 
The measure declares 
that 
any 
person, firm, corporation or associ­ 
ation which “publishes, disseminates 
or causes, directly or indirectly the 
same to lie made, publish*^, dissemi­ 
nated, circulated 
or 
placed 
before 
the public any advertisement which 
contains any assertion^ representa­ 
tion or 
statement 
of fact which 
is 
untrue, deceptive or misleading and 
which is known or which by the ex­ 
ercise of 
reasonable 
care should In* 
known to Im* untrue, 
deceptive 
or 
misleading by the person, firm, 
cor­ 
poration or association making pub­ 
lishing, 
disseminating, 
circulating 
and placing 
before the 
public said 
advertisement” is 
guilty of a 
mis­ 
demeanor. 
The law’, however, 
does 
not apply “to any owner, publisher, 
printer, agent or employes of a news­ 
paper of publication, 
periodical 
or 
circular who in good faith and with­ 
out knowledge of the falsity or de­ 
ceptive character 
thereof” 
causes 
the publication of the advertisement.
